Nature Has Furnished Many Simple 
But Interesting Ones 

One of the oldest and simplest ways 
of telling whether the alr is dry or 
moist is to suspend a piece of sen- 
weed out of doors, or even in an apart- 
ment where there is no artificial heat.

Even more reliable as weather pro- 
phets are leeches, A single leech is 
placed in a broad glass bottle with a 
piece of perforated bladder or leather 
over the mouth. On the approach of

at the bottom, . When rain or wind 
is coming the creature rises to the 
surface, which a coming thunder 
storm will cause, it to be much agitat- 
ed; at times the leech will even leave

A somewhat curtous storm-glass was 
introduced by the late Admiral Fitz- 
roy. This is formed of a glass tube, 
stoppered but with a small.

» The new Canadian postage stamps 

are meeting with decided approval 

in England, and ut the same time the 

new British stamps. are receiving 
some hard knock”, Here is what 
London Daily Mail says: : 

“The new issue-of Canadian one- 


cent stamps, with King George's head.“ 


is a beautiful, well designed, and 
clearly printed as the first issue of 
nsatis- 
factory. In place of the awkwardly 
truncated head on the English stamp, 
the Canadian issue shows a bust por- 
trait of the King in Admival's unt. 
form; beautifully engraved, with 
light profile against a dark back 
ground. The shading is exquisitel 
delicate, and givés full plastic round- 
ness to the head. The oval in which 
the portrait is enclosed is enframed 
by a border of maple leaves, and the 
inscription Canada Postage,” in 
white letters on a dark ground. A 
crown is placed in each of the top 
corners, and the figure 1, dark on 
white ground. in the two bottom ¢orn- 
ers, Instead of the-watery faded color 
of our one-half pence stamps, a deep 
rich green is used, which shows u 
the sharply engraved lettering. If it 
is possible to improve on the design 
by greater simplicity, the technical ex- 
ecution is beyond approuch.“ 

The English Georgian stamp has 
been a great disappointment to the 
British public; with whom it is a sore 
point. They quite naturally resent the 
fact that a king who bas been a col 
lector himself since boyhoo¢, and who 
is a known authority on stamps, and 
has one of the finest collections in 
the world, should- have had so poor a 
one in his own kingdom, But Com 
in this respect, Canada’s King Ed- 
ward stamp was as far ahcad of the 
English one, both as to likeness and 
art, as the King George would seem 
to be.

SHEEP IN WINTER. 


Essentials to Be Observed in Caring | 
For the Flock. 

There are three poluts of manage- 
ment in regard to the winter entre of 
the flock which. must be rigidly en- 
forced if the sheep raiser desirés to at- 
tain the best results, writes George 
Harold in Country Gentleman. in the 
first place the breeding animals must 
be maintained in the best condition 
for service and shouid by no means | 
be fattened, but, rather, should be | 
given only a healthy maintenance ra- 
tion. Furthermore, they should be 
housed in dry, sheltered quarters, welt 
ventilated and well lighted and pro- 
tected against penetrating drafts, 
whose injurious effects have caused #0 
much sickness and death. The third 
essential is that the sheep shall have 
plenty of opportunity for their daily 
exercise, and in case they try to shirk 
it, either in the open air or inside 
their pens, they should be forced to 
exercise by scattering their food about 
in such a manner that they will have 
to work to appease their hunger. 

The breeding ewes especially should 
be compelled to exercise, for it not 
only promotes their own good health, 
but insures plenty of Vitality aud vigor 
in their lambs. It is preferable not to 
supply the breeding ewes with much 
grain during the winter period. They 
should be in fine breeding. condition 
after their summer and fall on the 
range, und this may be easily main- 
tained by a succulent and at the same | 
time nutritious ration relativély free 
from fattening ingredients. A gener- 
ous supply of alfalfa and clover hay. 
supplemented with corn silage and 


occasional feed of cabbages, will put 
the sheep in good condition for lamb-

FEEDING STEERS, 


The prospective feeder should be fa- 


re fnelua: millar with the market and the value 


of different grades of feeding stock, so 
that be will buy the kind of cattie - 
‘which are relatively the cheapest at the 
time ‘of purchase, writes an Iumols 
stock man in lowa Homestead, In fin- 
ishigg cattle for market the chief alm 
of the feeder la to rapidly convert large 
quantities of grain and roughage into 
& more profitable product and at the 
un me time not to seriously deplete the 
fertility of his soll. The qualifications 
of a successful feeder include a thor 
ongh general knowledge of farm crops 
and their culture tn addition. to ac 
quaintance with proper feeding sys- 
tems, familiarity with the classes and 
breeds of beef animals as well as a 
good business head, ‘ 

A typical beef steer is blocky and 
‘compact, has a short, deep body; short. 
straight legs; straight back and under- 
Ine, an abundance of width from one 
end to the other, plenty of scale and a 
feeder's bead aud eye. To the expert- 
enced enttleman the bead is a most im- 
ai criterion by which to judge 
whether or vot the individual een 
the capacity to fatten at a inimum 
expense, while the expression of the 
.eye denotes whether or not the animal

Attention should also be paid to 
the quality of the feeding stock about 
to be purchased. The fine, olly coat of 


hair should be underlaid by @ healthy;— 


mellow skin, while the hard, dense 
bone should exhibit refinement. smooth- 
bess and symmetry throughout. The 
value.of the well fed steer is material- 
ly enhanced if he possesses the desira- 
ble quaiity, so that it is very essential 


thut the prospective feeder becomes a 


close student of what constitutes the 
best quality in a beef steer. Kight 
along this line comes up the question 
of breeding. Pure bred cattle possess 
the Lest quality as a general rule, and 


‘on this account make very desirable 


feeding stock where they can be pur- 
chased cheap enough. Of course in 
buying feeders the breed is not so im- 
portant as the iodividual, but prefer- 
ence should always. be shown for unt 
formity in color, weight, age, condi- 
tion, quality and type.
